19. and that ourjuſti- 
fication is the real cauſe of our ſandification, and both by Chriſt;for as one 
was agcompliſhed by his own a&, and the offering up himſelf once for all, 
fo the other he doth accompliſh - by his ſpixit together with his word, as I

Chriſt in him to tura to, or a Light in.him if turned to will fave him, he 
tells you. zt is ſound doGrine topreach Chrijt' is the Light of the world, and 
lighteth every man, But leaſt any ſhould cavil at his doctrine, and fay, what 
is it to hear that Chriſt is the Light of the world, he may bc fo, aud yet be 
farenough from me for all that 3 therefore he will take oft ſuch objcQions, 
and-an{wer (uch objecers, in telling them, that world Chriſt is come into 
8nd become the Light of, 1s the warld i mans, heart, even in the midit.

by what hath been.ſaid you may ſee what they do 'intend both by his 
bemg ceme intothe world, and in fleth, for they make the fleſh the circun- 
ference of the heart, and the heart the circumference of the world, aud 
the world inthe heaxt the ſcat of the Light, and there is Chriſt, to which 
Every nun is to turn. And how contrary this is to the dodrine of Chriti 
and his Apoſtles, I will leave to every unbyaled Chriſtian to judge. A- 
gain,the {aid Humpbry Smith in page 23. tells you, that the light of Chrift 
being in man, fromit hes not 10 go forth, but zo wait inthe light which dij. 
covereth fin: And in the following diſcourſe he tells you, that be is at one 
that cryeth, lo þere, and lo there, for faith he, I do not bid any men go 
forth from that which 4s manifeſt of God in hins, to any place or ontward form, 
' or Image, or invention, or command without, or any thing done in private, 
neither indeed do T ſo much as bid them to come forth from the Light of Chriſt 
in them. 

By theſe words Humphry Smith would have all to take notice, that he 
periwades none to go to any outward place, or outward form, to \tind 
Chriſt, or to any command without w ſeek acquaintance with Chrilt, 
ranking of them with Tmages and the inventions of men, but that they 
{nould J2y the whole fircſs of their ſalvation «upon their obedience to the 
Light within, alluding to Mt.24.26. 1f they ſhall ſay unto you,Bebold he is © 
za the cejerr, go a9; forth, &;. But how tar this his exhortation or explana- 
tion of the T'cxt, agrecth with the ſcope and drift of Chrik, let any undcr- 
ſianding perſon judge; ivr our dear Lord , in this Chapter, is giving a 
Catalogue of the ins thai ihoald attci wards be extant in the world to the: -

. thould inthe behalf of the deceivezrcomerantd tell” them that Chriltis come 
again,as it is written of him, and that they have heard .his Doctrine, and

15: By what hath been ſaid, 
it may appear that Chriſt being in the heart of a Saint, doth no more un- 
throne Chriſt, or make void his being at the right hand. of God ift the - 
the Heavens, then the beams of the natural Sun ſhining upon the Farth, 
or into 2 Houſe, doth unthrone, nihilate or make void its body or effence 
in the Firmament. > | 
Object. 4. The fourth ObjeQion is raiſed from 3 Cor. 12. 7. But the mani- 
feſtations of the Spirit is given to every man to profit with all. 

Anſw. The word that is -read m our latter tranſlations, Manifeſtations 
of the Spirit, is read in the old tranſlations, The. gifts of the Spirit, andin- 
| deed it is moſt agreeable to the Apoſtles diſcourſe, for he is here a ſpeak- 
ing of the Spirit, in reſpec to its diverſity of gifts - and operations, ſome 
having a word of wiſdom,&+ others kuowleage,i another gifts, another healing, 
an other working Miracles,another Prophefte ,and all this us given by the Spirit, 
verſ(.8,9.Tea,the ſame Spirit that worketh one,worketh the other,and therefore 
2t 4 given to every man to profit withal; but to what every man? not to cvery. 
individual man in the world,for as you have heard,fome are {enfual and de> 
vil:h, having not the Spirit;thcrefore theſe mult be excluged;theretore not 
eycry man, in the largeft ſencezand Chriſt tells you, the World, or unregene- 
rate man,canmt receive the Spirit, Fobu 14.17.therctore ſuch muſt. needs be 
excludcd,for they cannot have it that cannot zeccive. it ; therefore wermuft 
look for an other ſence or meaning for this word every.which doubtlſs doch 
only cxtcnd to every one thus inſpired and gitted;as he here afferieth, for the 
word every is often times taken reſtrictively , and only reachetii the mat- 
tcr in hand, as in Exod, 16. 4. The Lord.comnianded that the Children of 
Iſrael ſhould gather a certain rate of Manna every.day. . Yet in verle 22. it 
is ſaid, ex the fixth day they gathered twice as mach! anon theother day, fir 
on theſeventh day there was none to, gather, verſ. 26. neither was any man to 

Zo ont of big place to gather, verl. 29. 'So that the /'word every day, in” verl. 
- the qth, did intend every workzng day 3 and fo it is ſaid of Paxt in AQ. 21. 
27, 28. That the Fews that werein Af cryed and ftirred up the people againſt 
him, crying for belp againft him, becauſe he taught all men every where , a- 
gainſt the people and the Law. It cannot reaſonably be: imagined , that the - 
 Fews could intend by all men and every where, that he went mto every part 
of the worid to Preach, and-every man in the world: heard”. him, but” rather. 
to every one to whom he did Preach, this was his Doctrine :.ſo may I ſay. 
evcry one that had theſe gifts before mentioned,” did recieve them as the 
manitcltations or operations cf the Spirit 3 for every word-that is largely. 
uſed, and copious in its fignifications, is alwayes to be weighed according 
to the matter and circumiiance of each Text; for it i5 the great overthrow 
af truth, and inlet to error, to take*the Scripture by. piece-meals,” and not

5. Objed. The 5th is from Rom, 10. 7, 8. But principally verſ. 8. But 
what ſaith it ? The word is nigh, even in thy mouth andin thy heart, that is, 
the word of faith which wepreach. From hence they would have all pzople 
to underitanid, that this word here ſpoken. of, is Chriſt, which is nigh 
all men, even in thcir mouths, and in their hearts, and therefore he being 
within, thither they mui turn. | | Y 

Anſw. The Apoſtle herc in this place, by the Word, and thiaword's be- 
11g within, even in 19e wouth andin the heart , doth not in the lcaſt mean 
Chriſt, as he was in-re{pe& to his Godanezd called the Word, but the 
Goſpet-Tcſtimony ot Carilt 3 for the Apoſtle in verſ..6, is ſpeaking of the. 
righteouſneſs of Faith, wiich ſpeaketh oa this wiſe, Say not who ſhall 
aſcend into Heaven to fetch Chriſt thence, or deſcend into the deep to fetch him 
thence, for the wordof Faith 4 nigh, even inthe mou þ, and in the heart ; for 
faith he ,in verſe 10, With the heart man believeth , But how? by the 
help .of: the Spirit, thorow the Teſtimany of the Scriptures, that is call- 
ed the Word, aud wot by turning to che Light, within, verſe 14. How 
ſhall they believe in him, faith Paul, whom they have not heard ? and how 

ſhall they hear without 4. Preacher ? but ſaith the Quaker, Thou muſt hear 
within, viz. The checks of Chrift in thy conſcience z but the Apoſtle 
faith verſe 17. Faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of God, 
thatis by: the word-of God or Goſpel of Chriſt Preached, verſe 14. 15. 
for the Scriptures of truth, even the Law and Teſtimony, are callcd the 
Word of God, and the Apolile in this Chapter doth draw this argument 
'of the Word of the Goſpel being within, from Dewt. 30. 11, 12, 13, I4. 
Where the Law is faid to.be written within, and this Law is there called 
the Word : But ſaith the Q:zker, Chrilt is the Word, and not the Scrip- 
tures, for they are many words. Tts.truc Clriſt is called the Word, and 
ſo is the Scripture, to wit,. .cvery Text thercia that God ſpake by his 
ſervants or Son, may propcrly be called the Word of God. They: may 
as well ſay, becaufe Chrilt js called the Son of God, that therefore cve- 
ry bcliever-is not a Son of Gud, which would be eontrary to 1 Fobn 3. 2. 
ſo may I ay there is as well the word of Chritt or God, as Chriſt the 
Word, for every ſaying or Tcſtimony. of God, is his word, Dext. 9.5. 
That he may perform the Word be ſrare unto thy Fathers 3 that is, the 
word of promiſe, as to (their entring into th? Lind of C2xzen ; for 
this could not be mcan Chriſt, #for that would be nonſence to ſay God dil 
ſwear Chriſt 3 ſo Dext. 4. 2. the Law is called the word 3 and Pſal. 17.4. 
the Scriptures are called. the Word of Gods lips 3+and in Fobz 14. 24+ 
the Sayings or Dodrine of Chriſt is called 'the Word," and Chriſt himſett. 
calleth the Scriptures that bear Teſtimony of him, the Word, Fubn 15. 25. 
aud fames cxhorts,in Chap. x, 22.that we ſhould be d-ers of the word, that

Anſw. In as much as it is the Teſtimony of Chriſt, or that which 
doth teſtific of him in all his doings and ſufferings, Fohx 5. 11. So do they 
'beget in us when accompanyed with the Spirit, a crediting and a beliet of 
what Chriſt hath donesſo that if we believe their Teſtimony of Chriſt, we 
nced not aſcend into Heaven for a further , or deſcend into the deep for 
a clearer evidence then they give; and theſe when believed are received 
within, Colofſ. 3. 16. As 2. 41. John 5.38. and this Word that is re- 
cieved within, is faid to be the means or cauſe of Faith, as it is brought 
forth in man, Fohz 4. 41. and 5.24. and ſo Peter was to preach ſuch words - 
to Cornelixs, that being credited, ſhould - tend to the ſalvation of him, and 
all his houſe, 4&s 11. 13, 14. from whence we may gather, that it was 
what Peter ſpake or preached to Cornelius, was the means made uſe of in 
' in Gods hand to beget Faith in him, and not a turning to the Light 
within. So.that the word being the means of Faith, it may well be called 
the word of Faith, and when this word is credited and beleived by us, then 
this Faith becometh Gods cvidence or witneſs, as to what Chriſt hath done 
tor us, Heb. 11. 1. So much for this objecion. | 

Objed. 6. The fixth is from Fobx 16. 8. Chriſt is in the 7th verſe telling 
his Diſciples that he witl ſend the Comforter unto them, aud when be i come 
be will reprove the world of ſia, &c. Now ſay they, here Chriſt ſaith that the 
Spirit ſhall reprove the world of fin; but,and if the world have not the Spi- 
rit, haw thencan the Spirit reprove them ? : 

To which I auſwer, Chriſt did not ay the Spirit in the World 
ſhould reprove- them of fin, but when the Spirit was given to, 
and rccieved by the Saints, it ſhould in and by them and their Miniſiry, re- 
prove or convince the world of fin 3 and this was apparent in the firſt fruits 
ot it ,Ad.2 37.and {o it is faid of Apollo, in A4ts 18.28.that he mightily con- 
vixced the fews, and fo Paul exhorts in Tit. 1.9. That a Biſhop ſhould be one 
that boldeth faſt the faithful word, as behath been taught that he may be able 
by ſoxad Dotiriae to corvince thegainſayers,from which we may gather,that 
itis the word and doctrine of the Saints, when accompanied with che .Au- 
thority of the Spizit, that doth convinceor reprove the world of {in ; and 
therctore when Pax! reaſoned of righteouſneſs, and temperance, aud judg- 
mext to come, Felix trembled. So much inan{iwei to the Duzkers objeQions 
touching Chriſts being in every man. |

fop ſin, or that a wicked man, upon fins commutting,receiveth Checks trom. 
| That which doth convince an anregenerat man of. fin, or checx him 
> for lin, is Conſcience there is a Conſcience in every man , that is 
at worke at one time or other, cither Accuſing, or Exculing, Rom. 2. 15. 
' in ſome more, in ſorne leſs, arfd the more the notions thercof are obſerved, 
tnc lowder it ſpeaks; and the more it is ſlighted, the deader it lieth. This 
was that which made Adam flie for it, after he had” ſinned , Conſcience 
condemns, and fear ſupprifed him, He hid himſelf and was afraid, Gen 3. 
IO, 11, 12. Unto this the Goſpell beareth witneſs, Fohn 8. g., They which 
heard Chriſts Words, being convicted by their Conſcience, went out, &c. 
Sothat amongk the blind Phariſees there was a Conſcience, and this Con- 
ſcience convinced, and conviding. But now it may be asked, upon whet 
bottom, doth Conſcience ſtand, or by what rule doth Conlſcierice act? 
Anſwer, the Conſcience of a man doth ad&. variouſly in the Heathen and 
ſuch as have not read the Scriptures, and have not had the truc God and 
Chriſt Preached to them; the Light of Nature, or the Law writtcn in the 
heart in Creation, is the principal ground of Couſcience-Conviction, 
Rom. 2.14, 15. God in the Creation did ſo. principle the heart oft man, 
with Rightcouſucſs, and Holineſs, and Juſtice, and with the knowledge of 
himfelf, being - made. every way capable of doing;:the will of his Maker, 
having the Counſell or Law of Godin his heart, that although he Joſt him 
(clf by fin, and became uncapable of making his return .to God, 
yet he did not. wholly loſe his Creation Light , though he lolt his 
' Creation Holineſs, for there: was ſtill a knowledge Icft in man of God, 
but not abilities to. do.good.. . After Adam:had faln and loft himlelt, and 
beforc Chriſt was held torth to man. in the promile in order to mans reco- 
. very , Hu eyes were opened, and they both knew they bad-ſiuned,; and were 14- 
ked: But how to gain that they had loſt they were ſtrangers to. Now this 
Creation Light, or this Principle, or Spirit, that God hath placed in man, 
- 151n the Scripture ſomtimes called the Candle of the Lord, as in Prov. £0.27. 
aud ſearcheth the inward parts of the bel.y,and ſortimes it. is called the Sprris 
of the Underſtanding,. as Fob 20.;3.And this character Paul giveth of, it, fox 
he tels us that thisSpirit of man reacheth mans mind,or purpoles, 1C97.2.11, 
whereas no manclle candoit, but the Spiritin man ; and ſometimcs. 1t 
iscalledNNature,or as it may properly be faid;that which was placed in Na- 
ture, Rom. 2. 14, 27. compared with xz Cor. 5. 1:and 11.14. Now cpery 
man by nature having theLaw placed in his heart, viz. the, ten Command- 
ments, that is to ſay in the ſubſtance of them,and lo much light and under- 
_ Ganding left him, as in ſore meaſure to kyow good and evilz though 


they ueyer had the letter of the Law, yet having the ſubliance of it, Mi

the ten Commands, as to the body of it, both God-ward, and alſo 
their duty towards man.Firlt God-ward, they have an underitanding tnere 
is a God, and worſhip is due to him, . though this God thcy know not, 
nor how or i whit'form tor worſhip him they know uot; for that was not 
f placed in Nature, : but is revealed by the Scnpture. But there: is a light 
[is placed in nature, ſhewing that there isa God: © And therefore the moi [-

7. Fromall which it: doth appear, that there is that Light and under- 
ſtanding till left in Nature that there isa God, and that chereis worthip

| ner, manought to'walk bctore him. Butif the .Quakers Principle were

They only knew there was a God, butinitead of God wotſhiped 
1 an Idol, as I could make appear, from their Hiſtories: But now further, 
i we looke upon the, whole Creation, there is ſome inſtin& 1n nature, to- 
wards a ſuperior, and inmany creatures of chaſtity, the Ox and the Afs,

uncertain a rule or guide is this'Light within; gr the checks' of conſciciice, 
For a man to ſtear his converſation by, or tobuld his hope or faith upoi.?- 
for it that Light that is.in man be Lines or vail'd- with groſs crrors, 
and fo tie ſoul run out into ſtrange inormitics, how fad willit be for 'that 
foul that gives up himſelt to follow it!

And when our dcar 
Lord did preach to the two Diſciples that were walking to Emaus, 
that the true Chriſt was to dye and riſe again, did he refer them to the 
Light within, tor a teliimony of this.truth , or to.the written word with- 
out? Youtſhall tind that the Law aud Prophets were Chritts witnefles, 
and by them he cleares to their underſtanding, that theſe things mult 
come to paſs, Luk, 24. 27, 32. And fo Paxl,, when he reaſoned. with the 
unbelicving Fews about Chriſt, he was ſo far from turning of them to the 
Light within, that he proves his Doctrine wholly by the Scriptures with- 
. out, Ads 17. 2, 3. 

Put herc may riſc an Qbjecion;Soine may (ay, (nay, I might have ſaid, 
ſome have and do ſay) The Scripture 4 a dead letter, and that doth but kill; 
but it is the Spirit that guickxeth , and we ſtemany that do pretend to make 
the Scripture their Rule, are as vile as any, &c. 

To which I anſwer, That the letter it (elf, as.it is written with Ink on 
Paper; is dead, but the matter therein contain'd, as it is the Word of God, 
or holds forth the will of God,and repreſents us with our duty God-ward, 
35 Spiritual, and Powerfull, when carricd home by the Spirit to the heart, 
Fobn 6. 63. Rom. 7. 14- Heb. 4.12. And the reaſon why many that 
profeſs. it,walk:{o contrary to.it,is,becaule they are dead, and not the Scrip-

To which I anſwer, Tht's is a meer fallacie of Satan to wreſt thy ſword 
or weapons of defence out of thy hand, that he may lay thee naked, and be- 
get an open paſſage for his own Merchandize;” and the drenching of thy 
{oul-with mott poyſoned errors and erronious principles; for it it could be 
grantcd that they were as ſpiritual, or had the ſame Spirit in as great a 
meaſure as thoſe that were the Pen-men of the Scriptures , doth it there- 
forc tollow, it ought not to be a Rule for them'to walk by, and a weapon 
to..be made uſe ot at all times in their defence againſt Satan. Our dear 
Lord was filled wich the Spirit above meaſure, yet he had eye in all his 
obedience to the Scriptures,in as much as in the drinking the Vmegar upon 
the Crofle; and upon every onſet of Satan, he fled to the Scriptures, ard by 
the power and bleſſing of God, with the Scriptare, he gave Satan the foyle, 
Mat; 4.4. to 10. But turther the reception ot the Spirit, is ſo far from aquit- 
ting of a man, from his obedience to, and walking by + the Scriptures, - that 
it. is the only meanes to put 'a /man into. a capacity for, 'and'igive him - 
right: to obedicnce, As 10. 47. & 8. 37. Foras there is nothing that gives 
a. woman a right to a mans eltate , but gift and Marriage-umion » ' ſo, 


there is nothing that gives a ſoul rightto-Goſpel Ordinances, but the gift 


of. Chriſt to us,- and his being revealed in us by his Spirit, and oar be- 
ing become his Bride, and he the Bridegroome.

ther without ſpeaking a word ? which is ſo contrary to the practiſe of the 
Saints.in the Apoſtolical days for their coming together was to exhort one 
another, and not to be ſilent, Heb. 10. 24,25. Forit is by the gifts. of the 
Saints recieved and improved, the Church isediticd, and not by their 1i- 
lence, Eph. 4.11, 12, 13. But it is frequently objeed, that meditation is 
an ordinance as well as preaching, and they come together to meditate. 
Itis granted, that it is a duty, but there is a ſeaſon for every. duty, and 
God isa God oforder: the beſt arid only time for this duty is alone in 
the cloſet, or elſewhere, when no eye ſecth us but Gods; for when a man or 
woman is in company they cannot be ſo retired as at other times, unleſs 
there be ſome publick work to imploy every head and heart. Jſaac went 
out to meditate alone, and David in the. night feaſon3 but oue duty 
ought not to take up the place of auother. But further, it a Spirit of de- 
luton had not ſeized them , what is the reaſon that ſo many of them run 
into1uch ſordid aud unheard of vanities, and the relt of them plead for 
them, andall under a notion of ſpirituallity'and &bedicnce to God, though 
1t may more properly be called the ſuggeſtions of:S4tex? As for inſtance : A 
woman with two attendants went into Pauls, with. her face and hands 
bloodied, and clay upon her head, with aſhes upon the Clay, and others 
running upand down the fircets in Sackcloath, others going naked both 
1nco publick Aﬀemblics, and up and down the ireets 3: As Solomon Eagles, 
who went befouled: with mans dung into a publick Aſſembly, aud alſo 
through the Burrough naked, which. is ſo beaſi-like,that a ſober man would 
bluſh ar the thoughts of it. Many ſuch like prodigious actions might 
be produced, that the very Heathen would be-aſhamed and bluſh at, beſides 
the proflucnce of lying predictions that hath. abounded. amongſt them. As 


- for inſtance :' The laſt Summer came one out of the- Country, pretending to 


be Gods Mefſenger to his friends in Londen, told then he had a Revelation. 


from God, that the remaiuing part of the City ſhould be burnt, and the 
- fire ſhould bcgin the next day about four.of the clock. z which tidings 
' | did ſoſtartle many of the @xakers, that they went from one to another, to 


ask counſel what-to-do 3 and . I wasthen intoxmed that young Bolton the 
Goldſmith looked.like aſhes for fear. Again anothcr,of their Teachers, ſome 


 foupor fiveyears;fince, at a meeting at' or near, Hermſworth in Miadleſex, 


upon the information that was:brought to them, That the Conſtable had 
a Warrant to take them, wiſhing them to depart, their Teacher that was

God. iu preſerving of himzbut we ought not to\make this act an example to 
follow,left we tempt God,and murder our ſelves-Moſes by Gods commiliion 
makes a brazen Serpent in the Wilderncls,uuto which every one was to look 
that was (tang with the tiexySerptnt,and be healedzbut ſhould a man do the 
Iike now,he might be.guilty of preſumption, & commit Idolatry.Davidhad 
in theworſhip.oft God Singers aud Players og Inſtruments of Muſick, and it 
was accepted; but the Quakers would cry out againki that to. the purpoſe, 
or elſe they would never nave raiſed that reproach upon me, and others, 
and blown it among their own tricuds inBuckingham-Shire,as though it had 
bcen true, that we were played away trom a diſpute, we had with ſome of 
themin our own Town, with Fidlers, cracking ofa victory ;, the thing is 
falſe and Joathſome to me ; this came from one Ball in Amerſome Pariſh, 
one of thcir fricnds., 1/rael of old were. . commanded to go up to thelite- 
ral Temple of Feruſalem, to worſhip, but. now Gods worthipers may wor- 
ſhip him each one m his xeſpedtive place, Now the @uaker would be. fo far 
from dixcing men to go,to the material Temple, that they. make it but a 
vain thing to look to Foal olem, to. the Antytipe. of that Temple, viz. 
to Jeſus Chriſt, as he was there Crucified, or to that blood that was there 
ſhed tor juſtification, as will appear by their writings in another place of 
this Book. But to return, lad theſe aQions of theirs been becoming 
.the Goſpel, without controverlic our dear Lord, who made manifelt what- 
ever the Father had declarcd unco him or the Apolile Paul, that ccafed 
not to declare the whole counſcl of God 3 would have given ſome hint of

15, And this' promiſe run thorow Abrabams Loyncs, that 
in his Seed all the Nations of the earth ſhould be bleſſed, No 
if Chriſt be looked upon in reſpeR to his Godhead, he could not be 
Abrahams Seed, and upon this account the bleſſing could not come that 
way 3 but'as he was matt according to, the Genealogie, ſo he ſprang from 
Adrahamis Loynes. And to this Pawl beareth witnels,Gal. 4. 4. That inthe 
fulneſs of time Gad'icnt forth his. Son made ofa woman,. made under the 
Law, to redeem them that were under the Law : From whence I would 
obſervy+,that Gods Son and mans Redeemer, was made of a womanzor,as he 
was brought forth by a woman in that capacity or eſtate, he becanic a 
Saviour. But now it is objedted; How was Enoch, and Abraham, and Da- 
vid faved, that lived before he took fleth ? Anſwer, The fame way and. by 
the ſame means that we are now; We arc ſaved by believing what Chrili 
hath done 3 the other in believing what ſhould be done : for the ſufferings 
and blood-ſhedding of Chriſt, had in it, as much cfficacy to fave a foul, 
from the fiſt day he' was promiſed; ifbelicved on,as the ſame day he dyed; 
and therefore he'1s called @ Lamb ſlain from the foundation CA the World, 
Rev.13-8, God calling things that were not as if they, were, 1/2. 9.6. Rom. 
4- 17. Becauſe the «fe Rs thereof did fiream forth thorow a living Faith 


to the firſt age of the world, Heb. 11. 13. As 19. 4. Gal. 3. 14. to the -

aſſerted, viz.the non-reſurreQtion of the body:but.in 72's aſſertion, there is

#hat bath ſeen him ſhall ſce him no more; that is to ſay, in the ſame eſtate he

of condemnation. One would think by what George Fox hath heze aid, that 
he ſpake as fair for this truth asany man could, and didas really own the

thing gocth to the duſt but the body (for as Wi!liam Bayley hath told you,
